SIR, 

Aving  in  the  Conclufionof  my  Letter 
promiledyoujif  you  defired  it,  to  give 
you  an  account  of  the  late  King  Jameses 
DecUratknj  I  will  make  no  Excufes, 
but  like  a  Sincere  Protejlmt^  will  keep 
my  word  with  you. 

This  Declaration  has  been  induftri- 
oufly  {battered  about  both  in  French  and  EngUjIj^  by  the 
Enemies  of  the  frefent  Government.  Now  to  live  them 
any  farther  trouble  of-  this  kind,  and  that  the  world  may 
fee,  ,W€.dare  venture  it,  with  all  the  charms  that  are  by 
fbme  thought  to  be  in  it,  among  the  People  of  EngUndy 
1  have  thought  it  the  faireft  way  to  print  the  whole,  ver^ 
batim,  Paragraphhy  Paragraph,  with  fome  ihoYtOl/er- 
nations  upon  it ;  and  only  defire  you  to  remember,  That 
my  principal  defign  in  it,  is  only  to  ftrengthen  the  Ar- 
guments of  my  former  Letter,  and  to  make  it  appear 
from  this  very  Declaration,  how  httle  reafon  Englijb 
Protefiants  have  to  promife  themfelves,  That  the  late 
King  will  be  kinder  to  them,  than  he  was  before,  fliould 
he-now  return  with  a  French  Power. 
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DECLARATIO   N. 

WHEREAS  themoji  QhrifitAn  Kjng^  in  fur- 
ftieinct  of  the  many  obliging  yromifes  he  has  made 
Vsj  of  giving  Vs  his  Effe^ual  Affijlance  for  the  recover- 
ing of  our  KjngdomSj  asfoon  as  the  condition  of  his  Affairs 
ivonld  permit^  hasp  fit  us  in  a  way  of  endeavouring  it  at  this 
tmie  \  and  in  order  to  ity  has  lent  Vsfo  many  of  his  Troops^ 
as  may  he  abundantly  fnfficient  to  unty  tbe  hands  of  our  Sub- 
jecfs,  and  make  it  fafe  for  them  to  return  to  their  Duty^ 
and  repair  to  Our  Standard  ;  and  has  notwithfi anding  for 
theprefenty  according  to  Our  dejire^  (  unlefs  there  fhould  ap^ 
pear  further  'neceffity  for  it  )  purpofely  declind fending  over 
Forces  fo  Numerous^  as  might  raife  any  jealoufie  in  the 
'minds  of  Our  good'  SubjeUs^  of  his  intending  to  take  the 
Work  wholly  cut  of  their  hands  ^  or  deprive  any  true  Englifli- 
ttJan  of  the  part  he  may  hope  to  have  info  Glorious  an  A6H- 
oHy  as  ts  that  of  Reft&ring  his  Lawful  Kjngy  and  his  And- 
'cnt  Government ;  (  all  which  Foreign  Troops^  asfoon  as  we 
faallbe  fully  fet  led  tn  the  quiet  and  peace  able  Poffeffion  of  our 
Kjngdxms^  We  do  hereby  promife  to  fend  back ^  and  in  the 
mean  time  to  keep  them  infuch  exaB  Order  and  Difcipline^ 
ihat  none  ofOur  SubjeSs  fb  all  receive  the  leaf;  Injury  intheir 
Perfons  or  Pojfeffions^  by  any  Soldier  or  Officer  whatfoever,^ 
Tho  an  Affair  of  this  nature  fpeaks  for  it  felf^  nor  do  We 
thin  kO  ur  f elves  at  all  obliged  to  fay  anything  more  upon  this 
yceafon^  than^  That  We  come  to  Affert  our  Jujt  Rights^  and 
'th  deliver  our  People  from  the  OppreJJion  they  lye  under  \  yet 
when  We  conftder  how  -miferably  many  of  Our  Subjects  were 
cheated  into  the  late  Revolution  by  the  Art  of  illmen^  and 
pattieularly  by  the  Prince  of  OrangeV  Declaration,  which 
yvas  tkl^en  upon  trujl^  and  eafily  believed  then,  but  fmce  ap- 
pm§jnetoyiou(lyfalfein  alliheparMof  it^  cmfifiing  nolcf:

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of  Ajfert  torn  that  have  bee  ft  evidently  difprovedy  than,  of 
Ffomifesthnkt  were  never  intended  to  he  per  formed.  To  pre 
vent  the  like  delujiom  for  the  time  to  come^  and  to  do  as 
much  AS  lies  in  Our  po^ver^to  open  the  eyes  of  allOurSubjeBsy 
We  are  mlling  to  lay  the  whole  matter  before  them  in  as  flam 
a?%dfhort  a  manner  as  is  -poffible^  that  they  may  not  again 
fret  end  mifiakes^  or  have  ignorance  to  pie  ad  for  any  fat  ft 
fiefs  they  fh  all  here  after  make  tofo  or  ds  the  ruin  of  their  own, 
and  their  Count reys  Hafpinefs,- — ^

It  begins  with  a  thing  very  furprizing  and  niemorabfe^ 
That  the  French  King  hath  once  in  his  hfe  made  good  his 
Word,and  kept  his  Faith\  for  (o  the  late  King  James  tells 
us  he  hath  done  with  him,  inpurfuance  of  the  many  obli- 
ging Promifes  he  had  made  himy  of  giving  him  Effeclual 
Jffi  fiance  for  the  Recovery  of  his  Kjngdoms ,  &C.  Effectual 
Jf/ijiance  is  a  big  word,  and  more  than  the  Greatefi  and 
MoflPuiffant  Kjf7g  is  able  always  to  make  good.Howevei^ 
I  am  glad  to  fee  they  begin  to  endeavour  to  perform  their 
Promifes  to  one  another  :  It  is  a  good  auality,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  they  may  in  time  extend  it  further.  But  this 
fatisfies  me,  that  the  French Kjng  thinks  ithis  Intereft  to 
reftore  the  late  Kj^^g  "James  ;  for  he  was  never  jcnown  to 
keep  his  Promife  againft  his  Intereft  ^  and  it  is  fbtne 
what  furprizing,  that  the  French  Kjng^  and  Englifh  Fro- 
tejtants^  fhould  have  thefam£  Interefi, 

Hefeemsfenfible,  that  French  Troops  would  not  be- 
very  welcome  in  £;?^/^W;  and  tberefoi*etoquahfie  tWs 
matter,  he  fays,  Thatthe  Ff<f;^i  Kipgi^^^^^^ry/ff, '^z&^i- 
furpofely  declind^ fen'dng  'oV:er fortes  jd  ^Numefdtis ^f, ^^'h 
might  raife  any  jealoufie^  of  a  French  Gonqireft  ;  foi'  that 
is  the  plain  Englifljoi  it;  that  they  fhal!  be  kept  under

exaff  Dijcipline  while  they  are  here,  and  that  he  will 
fend  them  home  again,  when  he  is  fully  fet led  in  the  quiet 
md peaceable  Fojfefftonof  his  Kjngdoms.  But  I  thank  God 
with  all  my  heart,  that  there  is  no  danger  now  of  thefe. 
Jy^W;  Troops  coming  into  E/^^/^W ;  which  is   a  much 
greater  fecurity  to  us,  than  both  thefe  Kjngs  Promifes. 
for  their  Good  behaviour  here,  or  for  their  return  home 
again:  It  is  certain,  that  Om  of  them  could  not  keep 
his  Word,  if  he  would ;  and  it  is  as   certain,  that  the 
Other  would  not,  as  it  is,  that  it  would  not  be  his  Intereft 
to  do  it ;  for  there  is  not  the  fame  reafon  for  the  French. 
King  to  keep  his  Promife  offending  Troops  into  Ej7glandy 
and  to  keep  his  Promife  of  fending  no  more  than  the  kite 
King  James  wants,  or  of  calling  them  home  again  when 
he  wants  them  no  longer.   But  before  I  proceed  to  more 
particular  Obfervations^  it  will  not  be  amifs  (  and  the 
conclufionof  this  P^r/jt^r^//^  requires  it)  briefly  to  con-^ 
fider  what  is  not  in  the  Declaration^  which  the  People 
of  Erjglandhdid  all  the  reafon  in  the  world  to  have  ex^ 
pe£tedinit.  ^U\v/\vV\-^ 

Now  I  can  find  but  very  little  in  it,  I  might  with  great 
truth  fey,  nothing-,  which  a  reafbnable  man  who  remem- 
bers the  late  Reign^  efpecially  the  Conclusion  of  it^  would 
have  expeftedin  fuch  a  Declaration. 

If  the  Defign  of  fuch  a  Declaration  be  to  give  fatisfa- 
Q:ion  to  the  minds  of  his  Subjefts,  it  ought  at  leaft  to  have 
contained  as  good  Words,  and  fair  Promifes,  as  a  Prince 
could  give:  He  knew  very  well, what  it  was  that  had  aliij- 
nated  his  Subjefts  from  himjthat  they  apprehended  their 
■hawsy  tlieir  Religion^  and  their  Liberties^  to  be  in  great 
danger;  and  could  not  but  know,  that  he  had  given 
them  too  jufi:  occafion  for iiich  jealoufies  and  Fears ;  and 
it  is  wonderful,  that  he  fhould  think  of  publifhing  a 
Declaration,  and  not  think  fit  to  give  the  leaft  fatisfaftioa 

about. 
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about  thefe  matters  ;  not  to  fay  one  word  dhout  Popery 
and  Jrhitrary  Power ^  nor  to  give  any  exprels  promife.K 
that  he  would  remove  thefe  fears.  '  • 

The  only  thing  he  appeals  to,  is  the  juftice  of  his 
Caufe;  and  does  not  ihmkhxmklf  obliged  to  fay  any  thing 
more  upon  this  occafioy^^  than  that  he  comes  to  ajfert  his  orvn 
jujl  Riqhts^  ^-cBut  this  was  not  the  Gontroverfy  between 
Him  and  his  People  ;  they  did  not  difpute  then  his  Right 
to  the  Crown,  (tho  they  have  ibme  Reafon  to  do  it  now) 
and  yet  were  v/illing  to  part  with  him,  when  he  thought 
fit  to  leave  them  ;  and  if  he  knew  what  made  them  fo, 
and  hoped  to  return  again  by  their  Affiftance,  and  with 
their  good-hkingy  anyone  butthofeof  his  own  CounQli 
would  have  thought  him  obhged  talay  fbniething  of  %? 

The  Prince  of  Orange" >>  Declaration  put  hirp  in  mind 
of  this,  ^\\\z\i\\t{'c\^%  cheated  his  Subjects  into  the  late 
Revolution ;  and  it  had  been  much  more  to  the  purpofe. 
to  have  d  if  covered  the  f/6^^^  Qith2it  Declaration^  or  to 
have  (aid  nothing  of  iti,.  than  to  affirm  without  aay> 
proof,  that  now  it  appears  to  be  not  or  iou  fly  falfe  in  alltha^ 
parts  of  it ;  for  English  P. roteji ants  know  nothing  to  this 
day,  but  that  it  is  all  true  (till.  Were  there  not  in  the 
late  Reign  open  and  bold  attempts  made  againft  the  Lam^ 
the  Liberties  J  and  the  i^^r/zg^/^/^  of  thefe  J^ingdoms  ?  Was 
not  the  Difpenfing  Power  let  on  foot  for  thofc  purpofes? 
Were  not  the  Judges  tamper'd  with,  to  obtain  a  fentencc 
in  favour  of  the  D//^;7/?«^  Pawr,  and  placed  and  difpla-^ 
ced,  till  they  could  find  fit  Tools  for  that  Work  ;  men 
who  would  facrifice  the  L^mj  and  Religion  ot  theiu 
Gountrey  to  the  Will  of  their  Prince,  or  to  their  own 
Govetoufnefs  and  Ambition  ?  Were  not  the  Oaths  oi Alle- 
giance and  Supremacy^  and  the  /  ejl_^  Pifpenfed  with  upon 
this  pretence,  and  men  unqualified  by  Law,  put  into 
Ecclefiajljcal^  GW,  and  M/7/^4?7  Preferments,  to  the 

apparent 
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apparent  danger  both  ai  ChMnh  znA-StAte  ?  Was  there 
no  Ecclefiafikal  Commiffion  fet  up,  no  Vofi^  Chappelsj 
Monafierys2indL  Convents  ereftedand  endowed  contrary 
to  Law  ?  Were  not  the  Noklity  and  Gentry  Cloleted  and 
Examined  about  the  repeal  of  the  Tejl,  and  thofe  diP 
graced  and  turned  oat  of  all  Offices  and  Employments, 
who  would  not  comply  ?  Were  not  the  Bifhop  lent  tothe 
Tovifer^  and  Tried  in  lVe(lmmJier-Haliy  for  their  Humble 
Petition  to  him  againft  reading  the  Declaration  ?  Was  notj 
the  Adminiftration  of  Juftice,  and  the  greateft  Military 
Trufts  put  into  the  hands  of  Paf'ifis  f   Were  not  the 
Charters  oi  Cities^  Totvnsy  and  Corporations  ieized  inta 
the  K/^g^^  hands,  and  fo  new-modelled,  that  the  I(jn^ 
might  chufe  what  Bur^ejfes  he  pleafed,  and  have  a  Houfc 
of  Commons  of  his  own  Creatures  ?  Were  there  not  vi- 
fible  grounds  of  fufpition  concerning  the  Birth  of  the  pre- 
tended Prince  of  Wales'^  And  has  there  been  fufficient  la- 
tisfaftion  given  the  Nation  about  it  to  this  day  ?  Thefe 
are  the  Grievances  complain'd  of  in  the  Prince\  Declara" 
tia^y  which  were  believed  then^  not  upon  the  Authori- 
ty of  the  Declaration^  but  becaufe  they  were feen  and 
felt ;  and  are  believed  ftill,  becaufe  they  are  ftill  remem- 
bred  by  thofe  who  law  and  felc  them ;  and  how  they  have 
fince  ken  evident lydifprovdj  I  cannot  guefs.    But  if  fuch 
things  as  thefe  are  notthought  fitto  be  owned  as  mirtakes 
in  Government ;  if  it  was  not  thought  fit  to  promife  the 
redrefi  of  any  one  of  them,  no  not  in  his  Dedaration^ 
whereby  he  commands  and  invites  his  Stihjecfs  lo  KS\^ 
him  in  recovering  his  Kingdoms ;    I  can  eafily  guefs, 
that  they  will  not  bethought  faults,  much  left  be  re- 
drefi'd  if  he  fliould  return :  They  muft  be  his  very  Lov- 
ing  Suhje^s  indeed,  that  can  be  thus  impofed  upon.

j4/id  shereforcy  to  take  the  matter  from  the  heginning^  it 
cannot  he  forgot  ten  ^  Thatasfoon  as  We  had  certain  Notice 
of  the  Prince  of  Ox2i\\^t  s  unnatural  defign  of  Invading  Our 
Kingdoms  J  with  the  xvhole  Power  of  the  United  Provinces, 
We  fir  ft  took  the  heft  care  We  could  to  provide  for  Our  De^ 
fence  y  which  We feern  deffellually  to  havedone^  when  We  had 
put  Our  Fleet  and  Army  intofuch  a  condition^  that  tho  his 
wojl  Chrijiian  Majefty^  who  well  f aw  the  hottomofthe  De* 
fign  againfi  Vs^  againji  Himfelf  and  indeed^  againfl  the 
Peace  of  Europe,  ofered  Vs  confiderahU  Succours  both  by 
Land  and  Sea  \  *We  did  net  think  it  at  all  necejfary  to  accept 
themy  at  that  time^  as  refolding  to  caft  Our  felves  wholly 
(next  to  the  Divine  Protection)  upon  the  Courage  and  Fi- 
delity of  Our  ^n^i^Army^  which  had  been  with  fo  mmh 
care  and  tendernefsformd  and  obliged  by  Vs.    And  having 
thus  prepared  to  oppofe  Force  to  Force ;  We  didy  in  the  next 
pLace^  apply  Our  f elves  to  give  all  reafonahle  f  atisfaciion  tc 
the  minds  of  Our  good  Subject Sy  by-e/^deavouring  to  unde- 
ceive them^  and  to  let  them  fee  betimes y  and  whiljl  the  mif^ 
chief  might  eafily  have  been  pr  event  ed^  how  fatal  a  Ruin 
they  mujl  bring  upon  their  Countrey^  if  they  ftiffered  them-^ 
felvcs  to  be  feducd  by  the  vain  pretences  of  the  Prince  of 
O^Singo's  Invaf on.     However,  fo  great  was  the  infatuation 
of  that  time^  that  We  were  not  believ'^d  till  it  was  too  late* 
But  when  he  was  oblifdto  throw  off  the  Mask  by  degrees^  and 
"that  It  began  to  appear  plainly  that  it  was  not  the  reformati- 
on of  the  Government  {jvhich  yet  was  a  matter  that  did  not 
at  all  belong^  to  himto  meddle  with)  but  the  Subverfion  ofit:^ 
that  be  airnd  at^  that  fo  he  -miiht  build  his  o^^^n  Ambit  ions' 
'dcfigns  upon  the  Ruins  of  the  EngjiU]  Nation  :    Afd  when 
the  Poyfon  had  infinuatedit  felf  imo  the  vital  Parts  of  the 
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IQngdom\  When  it  had  [pre ad  over  our  whole  Jrmy^  ani 
fo  far  got  into  Our  Court  and  Family ^  as  not  only  to  cor- 
rupt fome  of  Our  Servants  that  were  nearejl  Our  Perfon^ 
and  had  been  wojl  highly  obliged  by  us^  but  not  even  to  leave 
Our  own  Children  at   that  time  uninfecfed:    When   Our 
Army  daily  Defer  ted  on  the  one  hand^  and  on  the  other  hand 
Tumults  and  D  if  orders  increafed  in  all  Parts  of  the  Kjng" 
dom  \  Andefpeciatly^whcn  jhort  ly  after  the  Revolution  came 
onfofaft^  that  We  found  Our  f elves  wholly  in  Our  Enemies 
Powi  r^  being  at  frjl  confind  by  thejn  in  our  Own  Palace^ 
-and  afterwards  rudely  forced  out  of  it  under  a  Guard  of 
Foreigners^  We  could  not  then  but  be  admonifbed^  by  the 
Fate  of  fome  of  Our  Predecejf  rs  in  the  like  circumjlancesyof 
the  danger  We  were  in^  and  that  it  was  hiih  time  to  provide 
for  the  (e  cur  it  y  of  Our  P  erf  on  {which  was  happily  efjecied  by 
Our  getting  from  the  Gnnrdtkatwas  fet  upon  us  at  Roche- 
fter,   and  O.^r  arrival  in  ¥vsince^   the  o/^ly  Part  in  EuvopQ 
to  which  We  could  retire  with  fafety)   that  fo  We  might  pre-- 
ferve  Our  f elves  for  better  times^  and  for  a  more  happy  op- 
portunity ;  fiich  as  is  that^  which^  by  the  Blefjing  of  God,  is  at 
pre/ en'  put  into  our  Hands > 

OBSERVATIONS. 

To  begin  with  the  Certain  notice  of  the  P.  t?/Orange'^ 
Dejign,  is  not  to  take  the  matter  frcm  the  beginning.  Had 
he  intended  to  give  any  fatisfaftion  to  Enjtjh  Subjcfts, 
he  fliould  have  begun  ,  where  their  Complaints  and 
■Grievances,  occaiioned  by  his  Arbitrary  and  Illegal  Go- 
vernment, began  ;  that  is ,  where  the  Prin<:e\  Defign, 
and  his  own  Abdication  began.  That  he  took  the  be  ft  care 
he  could  for  his  own  defence^  no  man  que'lions  ;  and  had 
he  taken  lets,  it  would  not  have  been  taken  ill  by  the  Na- 
tioa.     That  his  Chriflian  Majejly  faw  th:s  Defign  w^j  a- 

gainfl 
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^amji  himfelfy  long  before  the  late  Kjng  was^fenfibleof 
it,  appears  from  the  Memorial  printed  at'' the  Hague , 
9.  Sepemh.  1688.  by  Monficur  de  Conte  d'Avaux  ^  the 
Fremh  Kjngs  Jmhajfadour  :   But  when  he  fays  'twas 
^Againll  the  Peace  t?/ Europe,  I  confefs,  I  know  not  how 
to  underftand  it,  unlefs  by  the  Peace  of  Europe,  his  Moji 
Chrifiian  Majejiji  mean  an  Vmverfal  DefoUtion,  which  he 
was  making  as  fkft  as  he  could.     For  this  cannot  be  de- 
nied to  be  a  moft  certain  and  effeftualway  of  Icdinga 
Country  in  peace,  to  lay  it  wafte ,  and  to  deftroy  \  and 
drive  out  the  Inhabitants.  To  prevent  which  indeed,  was 
the  bottom  of  this  Vefi^n ;  and  the  moft  effedual  way  to 
dp  it,  was  to  divide  England  from  the  Intereft  of  Frame S^^ 
.-,  .  That  the  french  Kjng^  to  prevent  this,  did  offer /C^>^ 
"^ames  the  Affiftance  of  his  Forces,  is  very  probable  from 
the  feme  Memorial^  which  threatens  the  Dutch  with  it  j 
•and  how  this  Afliftance  came  to  be  refufed,  we  learii 
ficom my  Lord  S under land'^sLcttQVj  printed  in  the  Hiflory 
oftheDefertion^  which,  and  fbme  other  Counfels  (that 
thwarted  the  Popijh  Defigns)  coft  him  his  Relinon^  and 
foon  after  the  Favour  of  his  Prince^  and  his  Preferments 
at  Court. 

That  he  had  no  fuch  great  Confidence  in  the  fidelity  of 
his  Engli[h  Army^  was  too  evident  in  the  daily  Reforma- 
tions he  made  in  it;  exchanging  Fro'^4!;?^j'  iovPapiJlsy 
and  Engli/h-m^n  for  Irijh  ;  which  occafioned  that  memo- 
rable Accident  at  Port/mouthy  which  gave  fuch  a  general 
dilguft  to  the  Army,  in  a  very  lucky  Seafbn,  as  greatly 
difpofed  them  either  to  go  over  toth^Princey  oratleaft 
not  to  fight  at|ainft  him. 

That  he  did  many  things  in  the  time  of  his  diftrefs  to 
fweeten  his  Subjefts,  is  true  ;  but  he  was  much  miftaken 
if  he  thought  this  fufficient  to  give  reafonable  fatisfattion. 
He-undid  many  things,  which  he  had  illegally  done.;

}^ut  hedidfhis  fo  late,  a^dit  wais  fb  apparently  a  r%tt^r 
of  force,  ,c^ing  to  the  change  of  his  ^  ortuae,  not  of  bis 
Inelinations  ,  and  then  too,  done  with ibJU  a  grace,  that 
I  could  obferVe  no  body  tha.t  was  then  fatisfied, with  it. 

r/  He  reftoredthe  Ckartfr  oi  Londoji,  and  ofiother  €itm 
and  Corporations ;  H^  diffolved  the  Eccl^efiafiical  Commif- 
fioHy  V tlkoixd  Mag4ak/^Colkdgey  but  never "own'd^theXl- 
lega^iicy  of  thefe  Proceedings  ;  would  never  renounce  h'h 
difpef^/fing  Power  ;  would  never  be  perfuaded  by  the  moft 
humble  Petitions^  and  earneft  Importunities  of  his  Lords 
and  Biffjops,  to  call  a  FreeParltamem^  and:  to  refer  the  re- 
drefsof  all  Grievances  to  them;til]\he  fecmstohave  form- 
ed a  Deiignpf  leaving  £;^j9^/.iW,and  then  his  Iffuing  out  of 
Writs,  which  hercfolved  fhould  never  be  executed,  could 
do  him  no  hurt,  and  would  have  a  good  appearance,  as  if

EJiates ;  When  there  was  no 
Kjng  on  the  Throne,we  do  not  pretend  that  they  were  a 
fornial  Parliame^ty  for  that  mu ft  have  a  King'at  the 
Head  of  it;and  therefore,as  is  obferv^d  in  theJD^J^r/e^/^;?, 
they  could  impofe  no  legal  Taxes  on  Subje9:s,  nor  did 
they  attempt  it ;  but  yet  they  wer^  not  a  company  of  mm 
iUegdiy  met  together, without  Authority  to  do  any  thiiig  ; 
but  they  met  at  the  requeft,  and  under  the  Prcreftion 
of  the  then  Pr'mce  of  Orange,  upori  the  Fundamental 
reafbnsof  the  Conjlitution  it  felf,  .as  the  Ible  Judges  of 
all  Difputes  relating  to  the  Crown.

For  as  to 
the  CivU  Wars  he  threatens  our  Pofterityvvith  from  the 
Pretences  of  tlie  Prince  of  IVales,  I  inuft  needs  fay,  I 
had  rather,  if  it  mufl  come  to  fighting,  th^t  they  fhould 
fight  for  theCrovvntvventy  or  thirty  \f ears  hence,  then 
now.  Give.  Peace  in  our  days,  0  Lord.  I  hacj  rather  cur 
Pofterity  fhould  ehflave  themfelvcs,  if  they  iliaJi  have  a 
mind  to  be  enflaved,  then  that  we  Ihould  enijave  our 
(elves  and  our  Poflerity  with  us.  There  is  no  fuch  hafle 
of  bringing  in  Popery  and  Slavery,  and  it  is  to  be!i')ped, 
if  we  be  true  to  our  Religion  and  Liberties,  our  Poflerity 
may  grow,  wife  by  our  Example.  But  I  mufl  obftrve^that

the  fair  eft  Profpetl  of  Enlarging  the  Bounds  of  the  Chri- 
ftian  Empire^  that  ever  was  in  any  Age  fine e  the  declining 
of  the  Kon\2iW:  And fo  far  from  the  hopes  cf  a  general  Peace 
before  our  Reft  or  at  ion  ^th  at  no  rational  Projetl  of  a  Treaty  can 
lefornid  in  order  to  it :  But  that  once  done ^ the  thing  will 
be  eafie^  and  we  fh all  be  ready  to  offer  our  Mediation^  and 
inter pofe  all  the  good  Offices  we  can  with  his  mofl  Chriftian 
Majefty  for  the  obtaining  of  it, 

OBSERVATIONS. 
This  whole  Period  \s  a  fharp  and  perpetual  Satyr  a-

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Majefly  ?  With  whom  are  all  the  Princes  of  Europe  at 
War  but  with  Him  ?  Who  el(e  has  hindered  the  Juccefta^ 
gahfl  the  Common  Enemy ^  and  the  enlarging  the,  haunds 
bf  the  Chrifiian  Empire  >  Who  invit<;cl.the  Turk  into 
Europe  >  Who  encourages  him  to  continue  the  War,  af- 
ter io  many  Fatal  Defeats,  which  may  probably  prove 
the  ruin  of  his  whole  Empire?  hi  a,  word,  uhat  other 
Chriftian  Prince  is  the  Great  turk\  Ally  and  Confederate 
in  this  War  ?  And  is  not  this  War  contmued  and  encou« 
raged  by  all  the  Power  and  Intereft  of  tiie  French  King^ 
on  purpofe  to  difturb  the  Peace  of  Europe^  that  while 
the  Imperial  Forces  are  other  wile  employ'd  ,  he  may 
make  a  Prey  of  his  weaker  Neighbours  ?  It  is  decent  to 
^"i^vc^  Crowned  Heads^  and  fuchashave  been  crowned,- 
but  tlie  Penman  of  this  Declaration  deftrves  his  Reward 
for  putting  in  fo  many  notorious  Falflioods,asmayjuftly 
call  the  truth  and  fincerity  of  the  whole  in  Queltion.  I 
know  but  one  Exculefor  him,  that  he  has  made  italmofl: 
all  of  a  piece,  and  though  he  has  had  little  regard  to 
Truth,  yet  he  has  fo  ordered  the  matter,  that.hecaa 
deceive  no  body  but  thofe  who  have  a  great  mind  to  be 
deceived ;  and  it  is  not  amifs  that  fuch  Ihould  be  grati- 
fied. 

Who  but  the  late  King  could  hope  to  pcrfv\  ade  the 
World,  that  to  reftore  him  to  his  Kingdoms  isabfolutely 
necelTary  to  the  Peace  of  Europe^  that  before  his  Reftora- 
\tion  no  rational  Projects  of  a  Treaty  can  le  formed  in  or-^ 
der  to  a  Peace,  He  may  be  miftaken  in  this,  for  the  French 
King  may  quickly  be  glad  to  make  Peace,  and  leave  Him 
and  his  Re/hrationovit  of  tht  Treaty:  For  things  are 
come  to  that  ^extremity  now,  that  it  is  in  vain  to  tliink 
of  Peace,  till  Lewis  the  Great  be  reduced  to  fuch  a  ftate,

In  this  Paragraph^  for  the  Peace  of  the  Nation,  and 
for  the  Advancement  of  Trade^  iie  promifes  earneflly  to 
recommend  to  the  Parliament  the  fettling  Liherty  of  Con^ 
fcience  :  But  this  is  no  Argument  to  the  Dijfenters,  to 
help  forward  another  Revolution^  becaufe  they  have  it 
already  in  as  full  and  ample  a  manner  as  it  can  be  given 
them.  All  that  he  can  add  to  this,  is  Liberty  of  Con- 
fcience for  Papijls,  and  the  Repeal  of  the  Tefl,  which  cpft 
him  fo  much  Clofetting  to  no  purpofe,  and  now  is  pr.q- 
mis'd  as  a  Favour  :  What  Protejlant  Dijfenters  will  think 
of  it^  I  leave  them  to  confider.

What  thefe  Breaches  and  Wounds  of  the  late  J^tflra^i- 
dns  are,  he  does  notrtell  us,  arid  therefore v^Ttriuft  lup- 
'^b{e  they  are  fuch.as  are  here  rnentioned.     7\s  for  rejto- 
ringTrade^  it  has  not  been  loft  yet;   the  Cufiom  houfe 
"does  not  complain  of  it,  which  is  commonly  the    firft 
that  feels  it.  The  Navy  is  in  a  much  better  Condition  than 
he  left  it,  if  we  may  guefs  at  that  by  its  late  Exploits'  ; 
But  if  he  be  fb  well  skilled  in  refioring  Navies^  he  ought 
both  in  Charity  and  Gratitude  now  to  ftay  a  little  longer 
in  France.

'■'  Thus  having  endeavoured  to  anfwer  all  Ohje^ions^  and 
ghue  all  the  Satisfa^ion .  we  can  think  of  to  all  Parties 
and  Degrees  of  Men  :  We  cannot  want  our  felvesthe  Satis- 
fatliowof  having  ione  all  that  cd)i  he  doiteoH  our  pari 
whatever  the  Event  fhall  he^  the  Difpofal  of  which  we 
commit  with  great  Ref gnat  ion  and  Depend ance  to  that  God 
who  judges  Right  :  And  on  the  other  fide ^  if  any  of  our 
Suhje^s  ajter  all  this  fhall  remain  fo  ohfiinate  as  to  appear 
in  Arms  againH  us^  as  they  mufl  needs  fall  unpitied  under 
the  Severity  of  our  Jujlice^  after  having  refufedfuch  gra- 
cious  offers  of  Mercy ^  fo  they  muft  he  anfwerahle  to  AU 
mighty  God  for  all  the  Blood  that  jh  all  he  fpilt^  and  all  the 
Miferies  and  Confufeons  in  which  thefe  Kingdoms  may  hap- 
fen  to  he  involved  hy  their  defperate  and  unreafonahleOp- 
pofitiofi.

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Thus  the  Declaration  ends,  and  it  is  time  for  me  to 
^ndtoo.  After  thele  Ohfervations  yoM  will  be  able  to 
comprehend  both  the  wife  Defign  of  this  Declaration, 
and  how  likely  it  is  to  have  its  eftecft  ;  provided  it  can 
but  gain  thefe  two  cafie  points.  Firfl:,  to  perfwade  King 
William  to  quit  the  Crown  for  fear  of  lofing  it ;  And  then 
prevail  with  the  People  to  believe,  that  two  other  Kings 
whom  I  will  not  name,  will  for  this  once  put  ofF  their 
Natures.,  and  out  of  a  particular  Refped:  and  Kindneftto 
the  Englijh  Church  and  Nation  quit  all  thoughts  of  intro- 
d\icing  Popery  and  4rhitrary  power  httQ  in  England/.
